Talks On Trees 


‘By E, Porter.Felt 
Bartlett Tree Research Lab. 
Stamford, Conn. 


The period of falling leaves is 
approaching and: the time for dis- 
posing of them is near. 

The general practice is to burn 
fallen leaves. This has already 
started in areas where there has 
ben ‘severe foliage damag by the 
elm leaf or the Japanse beetles, 
to mention two insects which have 
been exceptionally troublesome 
this season. There is a general 
assumption that it is compara- 
tively safe to rake up leaves and 
burn them under trees and there 
cases where small piles of leaves 
have been burned close to the 
trunks of trees. This has occurred 
even on the grounds of some valu- 
able estates. 

The bark of trees supposedly 
protects the living tissues beneath 
from heat and this is true to a 
certain extent of the older trees. 
Younger trees are readily scorched 
even by a alight fire and the cam- 
bium beneath may be killed or
